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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The amendment to claim 1 introduces new matter with respect to two issues. The first being the 
narrowing of the range of the clearance to "at most 3 ^im"; the second being the additional 
language of "a single restriction mechanism". 

With respect to the dimension of the clearance, there is no support in the original 
disclosure for having as the upper limit of the clearance 3 fxm. The specification does mention 
the dimension of 3 ^m in paragraph [0023] but not as an upper limit of the clearance. The 
original disclosure at [0023] clearly defines "the phenomenon in which the damping ratio 
increases with an increase in the depth of the air groove, appears when the bearing clearance is 
preferably no larger than 5 |xm. As a condition of the exemplary embodiment of the present 
invention, therefore, the bearing clearance h is set to be preferably not larger than \i5 m." That 
is, no mention of an upper limit of 3 \im. Such an attempt to redefine the upper limit of a critical 
parameter constitutes new mater. 

With respect to the phrase "a single restriction mechanism". Applicant has failed to 
positively point out where in the original specification this language can be foimd. Figure 1, of 
which Applicant refers in the remarks to distinguish over the prior art does not provide enough 
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evidence that at the time the invention was made the gas bearing I limited to a single restriction. 
Figure 1 is described as a "schematic illustration of a bearing of an orifice type according to an 
exemplary embodiment of the present invention". There is no limit on the type of restriction 
provided, indeed, Figure 1 is schematic, and cut off above the restriction. Thus there is no 
support in the original disclosure for the inclusion of "a single restriction mechanism" in the 
claim as amended.
